Once again the South Florida 
FM Assn. (WBSHAA) handled 
‘communicatioas for the MIAMI 
WALK FOR DEVELOPMENT, 
sponsored by The American 
Freedom from Hunger Faun- 
dation, Ine., in cooperation with 
the City of Miami and the

Some 872 walkers left the JFK

Old Friends United Via Amateur Radio

On January 21, 1972, the 
writer, WB4AFQ, ‘ex VSSBF, 
(Maritime Mobile) ex VQBAA, 
completed 2 QSO that started on 
2 Chinese Junk (no engine) in 
the Gulf of Aden on June 1, 1939 
with Eric Lowe ZS1A, ex 
ZS6DY, of Johannesburg, 8 
Africa 

In December 1938, together 
with five other fellows, I par- 
ticipated inan adventure on the 
Pang-Jin, a centuries old 
designed ‘Chinese Junk, that 
sailed from Hong Kong for the 
New York World's Fair bat 
sank in the Red Sea six months 
later, The Junk had a late 
departure from Hong Kong and 
against all sailing directions, 
started across the southern 
Indian Ocean during a Cyclone 

‘The sea became wild and the 
waves cascaded over the deck 
with smashing effects. We were 
in a terrible storm cast of 


and forth 1 dialed when sud- 
denly I beard a strong voice 
saying hello VS6BF answering 
VS6BF, VSSBF, answering 
VS6BF, this ‘is ZSSDY, 
Johannesburg, S. Africa is 
Standing by, go ahead. 

Twas almost too excited to 
talk, however. | managed to 
inform ZS8DY that I was on a 
Chinese Junk east of 
Madagascar in a severe storm 
andand needed weather reports 
land a forecast on direction <f 
storm in that vieinity, could he 
bel? 

‘ZS6DY furnished us with the 
latest weather reports and 
stated that the weather bureau 
advised that we proceed nor- 
thwest in order to escape the 
danger zone. 

From then on Eric Lowe, for 
that proved to be the operator's 
name, was our constant com- 
anion over the air. He fur- 


nished us with valuable in- 
formation and we kept our 
nightly schedule until his 
signals became too weak and 
‘we lost contact on June 1, 1839, 
Afew days later, the Junk was 
in trouble again and on June 12, 
1939, the Pang-Jin gave up the 
ghost and slid silently beneath 
the Red Sea toa watery grave 
All bands were saved by a 
Greek ‘Steamer and Ister 
posited in Port Said, Egyy 
fain Ginn, mont ot be ey 
and ZS6DY lost contact with 
cach other. 

‘Only recently from an ex- 
tensive search from South 
Africa, Eric Lowe uncovered 
my present call from an 
amateur operator near my old 
home town of Omaha, Nebr., 
and by mail set-up a schedule on 
the 18 M band.

Use it oe Lose ft — The 220 MHz Band 

‘Amateur radio is not what it used to be — at least in the eyes of 
other users ofthe radio spectrum. Tt should net come as a sarprise, 
then, thal decasionaly other services eyethe amateur bands with @ 

jew toward confiseation. It must also be admitted that activity on 
Some bands, although inreasing, isnot as great as could be desired 
fomake a goed case for our continuing use of these bands, A good 
‘examples the 20MTf2 or 1-1-4 meter band. Activity on two meters 
‘andon 432 MFizis much higher than that on this band. 

‘Andiso, we havea proposal before the FCC by the Citizen's Radio 
Section of the EIA to convert part of 220 into a Class E Citizens 
Radio Service. Eighty FM" channels would be provided, 
presumably to be used by the same mixture of legitimate business 
services and ragehewing teenagers as the present Class D. 

Heving lost one Ham band to CB'ers, do we nov want to lose part 
of another? It is time for all VHF amateurs who are worthy of the 
fame to get on 200 MHz, to prove that we really do use the band. 
More important, eversone wha cares should write to the FCC and 
express your disapproval of this idea. (The Chief of the FCC 
Amateur & Citizens Radio Division has recommended that all 
comments on the EIA proposal be deferred until a Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking on 220 Miz is put oul. Write your leticrs

TRANSFORMERS 


‘By Gary Madison, WANKL 

If you have ever been to a 
junk yaré or surphis emporium 
land discovered a large quantity 
of unmarked power tran- 
sformers, or if you have a few 
gathering dust in your junk box 
(my room is a junk box! -Ed.), 
you can find out whether they 
work and determine their 
specifications, using only a 
YOM and a light bulb 

‘The method is simple enough, 
although perhaps time con: 
suming. First measure the DC 
resistance of all possible pairs 
of wires or terminals, 
Remember that a winding could 
have more than two leads. 
Label the leads, and write down 
the resistances’ found for each. 
Fora group with more than two 
leads, note the maximum 
reading obtained. A reading of 
zero Ohms usually indicates a 
filament winding or other low 
voltage, medium, or high 
current winding. Of course, it 
could alos mean a shorted 
winding! 

Next, connect the two leads 
whieh ‘produced the highest 
reading in series with a75 or 100 
watt light bulb and connect the 
combination tothe 135 volt line. 
The bulb will probably glow 
dull red or not at all. Ifit glows 
brightly, then either the fran-
